® Ina violent flare-up after the Polonia y Hakoah match at 
Montgomery Park, Essendon, players and spectators fought 
a running battle at the end of the game. 


® Croatia secretary Frank Burin was bitten on the arm and 
was treated at Prince Henry‘s Hospital after a nasty incident 
following the Box Hill’ v Makedonia first division game at 
Wembley Park, Box Hill. (See story this page). 

Soccer officials, concerned at the flare-ups in the past few weeks, 
have called for stronger measures to be taken to protect players, refer- 
ees and officials from unruly spectators. 

They have asked that-police be doubled 
at all grounds where incidents are likely to 
occur, They “have also suggested that clubs 
who cannot control their spectators should be 
forced to play behind locked doors. 

And a senior police officer has said that 
police will act “swiftly and sternly” in any future

wide national Soccer league. 


But don’t be fooled or lulled into thinking 
that a national league will be in yogue next 
season. 

The project at the moment bristles with so 
many snags that even Sir Stanley Rous and all 
his capable team of administrators at FIFA 
could hardly hope to resolve the problems in 
such a short space of time. 

Of course a national league would give 
Soccer a much-needed boost. As well as bring- 
ing back many supporters who have been lost 


io the game, it would undoubtedly attract 
thousands of new fans — if the set-up were 
attractive. 


But many conditions would have to be 
observed by competing clubs, such as:— 

@ Streamlined playing staff and at least the 
appointment of one full-time administrator 
in each club. 

® Support of 5000 fans would be needed to 
cover bare expenses at home and away games, 
And this would permit only slightly more 
than half of any team to be full-timers on 
say £30 per week. Part-time players’ wages. 
other staff, fares, meals and normal adminis- 
tration expenses would leave the cupboard 
bare, even with a 5000 gate. 

® Better and more stable administration (would 
be required than that which is at present 
employed by our State League clubs 

®@ Better players and improved coaching and 
training facilities would be a must, 

@ Improved ground facilities and amenities. 

Y— with ‘cover for fans during bad weather 
_..wauld be essential. 


‘THE BIG SNAG 


But the biggest snag has yet to come. It 
is a certainty that no club in Australia could 
“go it alone.” And this means mergers if the 
project hoped to be a success, 

Mention mergers to some of our club offi- 
cials and the word sticks in their throats. And 
this could prove the biggest stumbling block 
of all, as many will resist any move which is 
likely to topple them from power with their 
_fespective communities. 

{am strongly in favor of a national league. 
but at a time when both the club administra- 
tion and the club finances are capable of direct: 
ing same. 

Unfortunately, { think that such a move 
in 1965 would be most premature and not in 


the best interests of the game.

Because John Anderson 
uses his head — and not 
only for heading the ball.
